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TIME FOR A CHANGE!

Before I start I would just like to point out that the 
views expressed within the content of this piece, are 
my views only. They do not necessarily represent the 
views of other members of the Southampton UFO 
Group. 

Now more than ever I think we need to see a 
change in UFOlogy! WHY! I hear you ask? 

The answer is simple. 

Over the years 1 have been involved with SUFOG I 
have come to accept the lack of support for the 
group, unless you bring in a well-known author to 
speak. I am also concerned that recent coverage of 
UFO footage in the national media has prompted 
people to bypass their local groups in favour of a 
more famous researcher to publicise their story. I am 
not going to stop there! 

Over the years I have, on many, occasions, seen 
SUFOG founder Steve Gerrard pass on reports the 
group has received to researchers who are more able 
to deal with them. This has been because the report 
has been outside of our area. I have also witnessed, 
time and again, published accounts of sightings that 
have taken place within our area, in one case walking 
distance from my home, never passed to us for 
further investigation. This is why I think UFOlogy 
needs to change, but let me be more specific. 

The Lack of support. 

As a group we try to arrange events that will 
inform members and the general public of what is 
going on in UFOlogy. From group meetings to 
Lectures, local skywatches to weekend excursions, 
we have worked hard to give everyone, not just 
members, the best we can. Through all this there is 
always a hard core of people who always attend, but 
it is not what it could be. 

However, I am not 'having a go' at those who do 
not attend, as I am only too aware that it is not 
always possible to attend the things you want to. 

It is not the group members that need to give more 
support, but perhaps those 'Outside' of the group. 
Only when you tempt fate and bring in a famous 
name, do you get the support you deserve, but should 
this be the case all the time. Just because someone is 
less famous does not mean they are any less 
interesting, in some cases they are more interesting 
by far. 


As a group SUFOG has always managed to 
keep it's head above water when others have 
sunk. Why is this so? Again this is simple! 
Because of a small band who are always loyal 
to the group. 

However, only having a small loyal 
following does have it's drawbacks. It means 
that the majority of the running of the group 
falls on the shoulders of the few. It is 
particularly on the shoulders of group founder 
Steve Gerrard. Steve manages to work a full 
day, answer many Emails and letters, publish 
the group newsletter, sort out group events, 
manage group funds and still have time for 
the odd lecture or three. Even I feel there is 
more I would like to do, and believe me I 
would if I could. 

Support your local Group. 

Over the past year much has been made about 
the amount of money being shelled out for 
good UFO Footage. Particularly the Bonsall 
footage, and the £20.000 that was not paid for 
it. There was also a piece of footage screened 
at the SUFOG 1999 conference by Russel 
Callaghan that was obtained by Meridian 
broadcasting, and has never seen the light of 
day again??? Possibly due to the extortionate 
amounts of money being requested to show 
the footage, I think £500 was mentioned. 

It is episodes like this that I feel are now 
prompting people to by-pass those of us in the 
smaller UFO groups. I wonder that people 
think when they capture something on video, 
if they go to a TV company they will be 
shafted and loose their footage or should they 
go to a small UFO group they will not be 
given the airtime and exposure they feel they 
should have. Perhaps it is fame that drives 
some? 

How can I illustrate this point without 
getting myself into too much trouble, and 
having Steve Gerrard receive tons of hate 
mail??? 

Ok, Mentioning NO names!! 

Recently some interesting footage has come 
to light. It has been taken only a few miles 
from Southampton and well within our area. 
However, where did we learn of this footage? 
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Did the person shooting it come to us and ask for 
our help? Did someone else refer that person to us? 
The answer is NO. We learned of it through the 
media, newspapers and Internet. 

How can groups like SUFOG survive when 
people will not even come to us for help? I am sure 
had this person come to us we would have done all 
we could to help even called in others to help if we 
were not able to progress the investigation further. 
What happened is that this person went straight to 
an overseas researcher of excellent repute and got 
the exposure required. Why do I say "required"? 
Because I wonder if this person wants the exposure 
and the limelight, obviously something SUFOG 
was not able to give. 

I would like to add one footnote to this point. It 
has been mentioned that during this persons 
experiences, he has had military helicopters 
hovering over his house. There is a possible 
mundane explanation for this? I work in Gosport, 
and in Gosport is an MOD establishment called 
Fleetlands. This establishment deals, as far as I am 
aware, with Helicopters and possibly servicing etc. 
Fleetlands constantly flies a wide range of 
helicopters including Chinooks and Lynx. All of 
those I have seen flown have NO markings and are 
often Black or dark green in colour. Could it be 
possible that those over flying his house are from 
Fleetlands and just being tested and not spying on 
him at all? A possibility perhaps? 

I have one other concern. Which is that people are 
going to use this form of exposure to create 
elaborate hoaxes to fool us all. Perhaps they will 
wait until they have had people praising the footage 
and how good it is then in few 1 years come out with 
the truth, making UFOlogy look gullible and 
worthless. Is this possibly what has happened 
in a shorter space of time to the crop circle 
phenomenon? I would ask you to make up your 
own minds! 

All I can say is. if you do not give us the chance 
to help, how do you know just what the group is 
capable of? 

Working Together? 

We in the UFO community MUST work together 
to bring information to the public. How can we do 
this if we do not work together? 

As does happen SUFOG receives a sighting 
report that is outside our area. Steve Gerrard will 
pass that report on to a researcher who is closer to 


that area and more able to progress a decent 
investigation. I am sure that you would think 
that any self-respecting UFO group would do 
the same. Sadly, this is not always true. 

We are aware that there have been some very 
good reports published that have occurred in 
our area. Were these reports passed on to us for 
greater investigation? Again the answer is NO. 
I for one would really like to know why? Not 
that I am ever likely to get an answer. 

How do we progress investigations that may 
shed some light on these reports if all they 
remain is a report? Just a piece of paper 
gathering dust somewhere!!! What about the 
witnesses are they just satisfied their sighting 
has reported and nothing more? I am not so 
sure! 

Let me put this question to you. If someone 
in this country chooses to put his UFO footage 
in the hands of a foreign investigator, how 
can that foreign investigator do a proper 
investigation of the facts if he is not able to 
fully research the area in question, the 
conditions at the time of the sighting and the 
witnesses? 

I take nothing away from those researchers 
who maybe involved in UK cases. I have the 
utmost respect for them. It may be that it is 
that respect for them that causes me to ponder 
the way I am. Just say that the investigator is 
only receiving footage and has not made a 
detailed investigation of the case? It could be 
that he has the smoking gun case in his hands? 
His contact could also be taking him for the 
ride of his life that may ultimately destroy his 
credibility? 

However, if that investigator had a contact in 
this country who was able to gather on the spot 
information on the case, things could be made 
more credible or the deception revealed before 
the damage is done. 

Only in working together is this possible. I 
for one would be willing to work with those I 
respect. 

If all groups work together then the jigsaw 
will gradually become complete. If some 
continue to work apart, there will always be 
pieces of that jigsaw missing. Just as there w ill 
always pieces missing if people are selfish with 
their information. 
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Conclusion. 

It may sound to some like there are some sour 
grapes here if you read between the lines. Not So. 
All I am trying to show is that even the small UFO 
groups have a contribution to make, if they are given 
the chance. However, they must be given the chance 
by not only other groups and researchers, but by the 
witnesses. 

I only hope that Steve Gerrard and myself can do 
justice for the small UK UFO groups when we speak 
at the 21 s1 Leeds UFO Conference later this year. 
We salute Quest Publications Ltd for giving us the 
daunting task of doing that. 

It is simple how we in the UFO community must 
progress. We need to work together for the benefit of 
all. We must pass on reports; Suggest investigators 
closer to the sighting area and help each other. Then 
at the end of it all share in the results of our Blood, 
Sweat and Tears. 

Only with Cooperation and support can we expect 
to gain the respect this subject deserves, without that 
respect all we have is a miss-match of like-minded 
people working for a common goal. 

Let us work together for a truth filled future, where 
the fire is fuelled by a coalition of UFOlogists all 
working together. 

Remember, the 'little man' has as much to contrib¬ 
ute as the ‘big man'.

A brief story appeared in the Sun and Daily 
Star newspapers on Thursday, 16 May. 
The Sun piece read: 

’RAF LEARN TO SPOT 'ALIENS’ - New RAF 
pilots are being taught how to spot and 
report UFOs. Cadets at the RAF College in 
Cranwell, Lincolnshire, are shown video 
footage of a 1990 sighting. Tornado pilots 
watched a cigar-shaped object for six 
minutes near the Dutch border.' 

With help from others (at a Ufological, 
media and official level), a number of facts 
have been unearthed which are intriguing 
to say the least. The roots of this story 
date back several years, but one individual 
who entered the frame quite by chance 
was discovered to have a proven MoD 
(Whitehall) and Parliamentary connection 
to the subject that stretches back to 
1976. It's amazing what a few lines in a 
newspaper can throw up. Enquiries into 
this story are on-going, but it would be fair 
to say that all is not quite what it seems. 
Because it broke on the very day our June 
issue was set to be dispatched for print, 
we could only afford it the briefest of 
mentions. The outcome of our enquiries 
will, however, appear in the July issue.

HONG KONG, China (CNN) - UFO research 
is the stuff of sci-fi buffs and conspiracy freaks, 
but in China it's treated seriously. 

Joseph Wong, a lab manager at Hong Kong's 
City University, is a man of science. His job is 
to assess the structural performance of 
buildings. 

But familiar as he is with hard data, Wong is 
also a fan of the unexplained. 

"If something flies over, there's a very good 
reason for trying to understand why they're here. 


why they come to us, what is their 
relationship between us and them," he 
says. 

Wong is the Chairman of Hong 
Kong's thriving UFO club -- exploring 
"unidentified flying objects" or, to the 
uninitiated, "flying saucers." 

The club meets once a month to 
explore otherworldly topics like "E.T. 
Civilization" and "Alien Kung Fu." 

Members occasionally meet at a cyber 
cafe called UFO Station in Hong 
Kong's Tsim Sha Tsui district. The spot 
is home to Hong Kong's own version of 
the X-files. 

The dark monitor-lit cafe has UFO 
books, newsletters, and old news 
clippings of close encounters — material 
that UFO club members take very 
seriously. 

A masters in UFOlogy? "In order to 
understand UFO phenomena, we need 
to have a broad understanding of 
different disciplines," says Albert So, 
university professor and Hong Kong 
UFO club member, "including 
mathematics, physics, history, 
phil osophy, even some sort of 
paranormal activities and all that." 

Hong Kong's UFO enthusiasts, like 
So, are not dreamy stargazers, but 
researchers who see their passion as a 
science. 

So much so that they're lobbying for a 
university degree program in 
"UFOlogy." 

“The graduates of this program will 
grasp at least all the major knowledge 
in order to understand UFO 
phenomena, and also other technologies 
and any skills related to UFOs," says 
So. 

"After students or friends finish this 
degree, they may have their own 
understanding about this universe," 
Wong adds. 
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"Maybe they will be able to come up with 
a new universe model, new way of life, or 
whatever." 

It sounds like a tough sell, but it may not 
be hard to pitch in mainland China, where 
there is little taboo about discs that glow in 
the night or theories on visitors from out 
there. 

Flying boats in China China's state-run 
media reports on UFO sightings. Even the 
government's Ministry of Science and 
Technology treats the topic with respect. 

"It seems that people in the East are 
more open to discuss issues related to 
UFOs," So says. 

"Perhaps that is something to do with the 
culture of the races. In particular, Chinese. 
Chinese is a kind of race who easily 
believes in something supernatural." 

And they may have been believing for a 
long time. UFO researchers point to an 
ancient drawing of the 100-year story of an 
emperor meeting a flying boat and a 
compelling artifact in support of UFO 
study, but not the only one. 

"For me, it's not very important whether 
there is really a UFO that can fly or not," 
Wong says. 

"It's when we are investigating this, I 
think it's the process that actually helps us 
to understand more about ourselves or our 
planet." 

For club chairman Joseph Wong, the 
truth may be out there, but the payoff is 
personal n studying aliens helps to satiate a 
very healthy, and very human, curiosity.

'Celestial' Crop Circle Formation 
Appears In Wiltshire, England 

[Original headline: Circles are 
cropping up again...] 

The first Wiltshire crop circle of the 


2002 season has appeared in a field of 
rape on the slopes of Cannings Down, 
near Beckhampton. 

Crop circle investigator Michael 
Glickman, from Horton, reported that 
the new formation, close to the spot 
where, in 2000 a large and impressive 
11-fold design appeared in a field of 
wheat. 

The new formation is 135ft at its 
widest point and consists of a large 
raised circle of the 5ft high rape, itself 
sitting within a flat circular area. 

Crop circle investigator, Charles 
Mallett, describes it as celestial and 
appearing like three satellites and a 
planet. 

He said: "All the laid areas are quite 
neat and tidy, at a glance, with most of 
the plants neatly swept to the floor and 
laying very flat. 

"Large proportions of the downed 
crop are quite badly broken or kinked, 
leaving us with the impression that a 
number of people had visited it before 
us." 

"Once a formation in such a delicate 
medium has had visitors, our ability to 
make any realistic judgments about the 
validity of the event becomes very 
difficult indeed. 

"That said, this simple formation does 
look good from the A361 and is well 
worth the effort to see, at least from 
this vantage point." 

The first formation of 2002 reported 
in England was a month ago at Long 
Road, Soberton, Hampshire.

The Lander 
will be carried in the European Space Agency's Mars 
Express. Don't hold your breath did you say? 

THE DAILY EXPRESS of the 25th April carried a two 
pager on that new book headlined as "‘The Royal Family’s 
X-Files” in another paper... see last SUFOG issue. This copy 
courtesy of the groups Bill Smith... somewhat delayed but 
never mind. Heavily illustrated with a picture of Mulder and 
Scully and photos of (allegedly) "genuine alien activity' and 
of Nick Pope who LOOKS alien in this instance ! Sorry 
Nick ! Can’t think the Rendlesham Forest photo is "genuine’ 
though! That Bonsall one is used again. Another photo 
indecipherable and the last one huge and unbelievable! So 
there! Some VERY GOOD stories of UFO close encounters 
are featured, however, and Lord Hill-Norton gets another 
mention. Still the MoD says ‘no defence significance'! Their 
time is coming! 

THE DAILY MIRROR in May... date lost... carried two 
items in their daily psychic page and "Aliens caught 
mapping” is a typical Mirror headline... they seem to be 
trying to change the English language to suit the ignorant 
morons who spoil younger generation... and refers to a 
Russian bunch of archaeologists who've discovered three 
dimensional maps that go back to 120 MILLION YEARS 
AGO ! Not, they say. the work of an ancient stone cutter, but 
MACHINED! Uri Geller... who wrote the item... suggests a 
pre dinosaur alien civilization that visited Earth! Now. we are 
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back to the book I reviewed in this issue! "The 
Time of our Visitation" Over to you! 

THE MIRROR ran the second item also in 
May and it was on Charles Fort, who died in 
1932. A unique man who collected thousands of 
odd items that didn't "conform". I read about 
him many years ago when he was quoted on 
what looked like UFO incidents of yesteryear, 
strange disappearances, sea monsters, voices 
from thin air. people who vanished into thin air, 
etc etc. A new book on Fort is currently about to 
go on sale... 1 wrote a review on it last SUFOG 
magazine... the author, Colin Bennett, is a 
remarkable writer who has the knack of 
resurrecting vintage material and giving us a 
fresh look on old controversies etc. 

THE DAILY TELEGRAPH had two rather 
unique to it letters on the 14th and 16th of May. 
The first, from our old friend the much 
misquoted Capt. Dennis Plunkett, put the recent 
sceptical items on UFO's right with a well 
written and FACTUAL account of UFOlogy 
and the positive side of it. thus also heartening 
those of us who have had the actual 
EXPERIENCES whoch those labelled 
"sceptics" patently haven't. The letter was 
headed "Seeing the Light” and laid out the 
evidence for UFO's, the purpose of which, 
writes Dennis, ‘will become more apparent 
within the next few years". RIGHT ON! 

The 16th of May letter was by a Commander 
R.N. Geoffrey Sherman who behaved like a 
Sherman tank of that name and ploughed his 
sceptical way through denials the NO PILOT... 
of the Naval type if not others... ever saw a 
UFO and if they did no one ever said they were 
never told to keep it secret! Firing a burst at 
Dennis Plunkett he also said that NO 
SIGHTING has ever taken place where it has 
proven genuine and no sighting has ever been 
photographed, radar detected, etc etc etc. My 
letter that I sent didn't get published... too 
controversial?... but I sent a copy to the 
Commander himself, that included quotes by 
Royal Naval top brass as well as pilots... some 
aired in the press recently... again see previous 
SUFOG... and others from that incredibly 
convincing author Nick Redfern who now lives 
in the USA where the subject is more 
acceptable! If not by Government! 

THE DAILY TELEGRAPH of May 14th 
carried another interesting obituary, of one Sir 


Bernard Burrows, 'Ambassador to Turkey during 
the 1960 coup who later developed an interest in 
the paranormal', runs the headline in a good half 
page. He had more than a passing interest in crop 
circles and was an active member of the Society 
for Psychical Research and made 'one or two 
minor investigations of haunting's and automatic 
writing'. In 2001 he published "A Myth for Our 
Time", which examined the origin of our Universe 
from a humanistic perspective. Another very 
intelligent and enquiring mind ! 

THE MIRROR ran another item by Psychic 
Team's Uri Geller... "Fifth Dimension? God 
Knows. On the... hmmm... unknown date in May. 

I shall have to stop cutting the top of the page off! 
Prof. Stephen Hawkings has gone and done it 
again... disproved the existence of God. As he's 
done the same with aliens and UFO's I'm not 
surprised! Where, says Hawking, the Big Bang 
exploded. Geller offers one of his tests... this time 
it's dowsing... this, he says, taking a peek into that 
fifth dimension where all is invisible to us humans. 
Are you still with me? Of course you are! 

THE MAIL ON SUNDAY May 19th came up 
with a new book by Hilary Evans... quite well 
known to us paranormalists I reckon... this one 
will interest our Steve Rider... SUFOG Ghost- 
hunter... "Seeing Ghosts : Experiences of the 
Paranormal” At £19.95... looks good, although the 
article bemoans the fact that dark spooky lanes etc 
are too well lit today to see some long dead local 
carrying his head in his hands! Depends on what 
you drink! Mail reviewer Harry Ritchie WILL 
have it that despite millions of ghostly visitations 
over 2.000 years, not one shred of proof, 
convincing photo, or tape recording, or the merest 
speck of forensic material! The reviewer begins to 
sound like one of those sceptics! Where has he 
NOT been? Who has he NOT questioned deeply? 
Ritchie... now there's a very un-ghostlike name!... 
sums the anecdotes, some 200 in the book... as 
'tedious reading' and 'general sameness'... this 
from a man who was ‘scared witless when staying 
in a notorious Gothic mansion 16 years ago'! 
You'd have thought he would have set out on a 
pilgrimage for an answer!

picked up from thousands of feet 
when US subs were casting for 
Soviet subs. ‘Volcanoes, icebergs, 
could also be responsible... bucket 
full of them', says a Doctor 
Christopher Fox.. Bet he hasn't read 
“Alien Bases" by Timothy Good! 
THE DAILY MAIL... last but not 
least... unless you know differently! 
... 14th June... my birthday... late 
presents welcome... has a letter 
writer K.Wilford asking he's 'seen 
no reports of UFO's lately. Are all 
the aliens busy watching the World 
Cup? Huh ! More likely watching 
off planet how we are killing each 
other! Still... lie's wrong... and 
stand by!

Book Review

“The Time of our Visitation” is a massive 649 
page tome that SUFOG's Steve handed to me 
with a quizzical look on his face! He knows I 
like a good read... sure enough this book by 
John E. Chitty from the American Writers Club 
Press... info from www.iuniverse.com... is all 
of that... largely... and repetitiously... based on 
Biblical readings, almost totally, taking us from 
way way before civilisation of any kind to 
“Creation" by a highly advanced being that has 
long been called “God"... or “Yahweh"... and 
his “angels" that were instrumental in 
“arranging" the birth of our planet and its 
system... including the “placing"' of the moon in 
a suitable position to “create" tides etc. Yeah! 
It's that kind of book... but don't knock it! 
“Craft" of some advanced kind comes into it 
early and brings us to the present “UFO" 
enigma with in depth details that cause one to 
stop and think... HARD! Certainly, if your 
limitless imagination can stretch that far, maybe 
the TRUTH lies within. For me. the author has 
literally accepted the Biblical accounts as true 
and extrapolated the legend so as to fit his 
theories. "Alien’' species, even the reptilian sort 
we hear about now. are all accounted for... not 
always as we recognise them... mainly stashed 
away in deep deep underground caverns where 


life resembles our idea of hell and behaving just 
like we think cohorts of “old Nick" might do ! A 
list of the chapters gives you an idea : Genesis, 
Exodus. Numbers. Kings and Chronicles. Ezekiel, 
Isaiah and Jeremiah, etc etc. Throw in fallen 
angels, molten underground rivers and a 
sulphurous atmosphere which, says the author, 
serves to account for the “cheesy" smell of those 
pesky “aliens" as reported by abductees... even 
Strieber described this. Now I have to say this is a 
“make your own mind up book"... and at £30.99 
UK price tag needs thought before you buy it. 
What I am up against are my own experiences 
over some sixty years in common with thousands 
of others... some known personally to me... and 
others among the hundreds of accounts Eve read... 
mainly since the late seventies... which explained 
childhood and later and current incidents. None of 
these have left me traumatised to date, neither do I 
bear any animosity or even fear in connection with 
a species which demonstrates their highly 
advanced technology which resembles magic... 
not forgetting their incredible surgical skills of 
which I possess a scar to this day which never bled 
even with having a ’V' shaped silver object 
removed at around 12 or 13 years old. Much more! 
Repeated encounters of the closest kind further 
convince me they happened. Plus a handful of 
witnesses... some of whom refuse to talk about 
it... they're the ones with regular nightmares! 
However... the book is worth investigating. If 
true, would explain EVERYTHING... particularly 
Government denials.

They then 
filmed me packing my equipment, unpacking, 
packing, unpacking about 5 times !!! Then they 
filmed me leaving home carrying all the 
equipment for the nights sky watch. The final 
two pieces of filming was the numerous owls in 
my house.. My wife is a Brown Owl and runs 
her own Brownie pack and Mike Powell had 
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already mentioned that people who are 
abducted, often mentioning owls.. That must 
mean that I get abducted regularly. The last 
piece of film was of my cat watching through 
the dinning room window as if to say 'What 
the bloody hell are they doing in there!!!'... 
Hnimni. 

Time had arrived to go to our next location, 
but it was a good job we checked... Mike 
Powell was under the impression that we were 
going to the Devils Dyke in Surrey !!! NO.. 
The Devils Punch Bowl or otherwise known as 
Cheesefoot Head near Winchester... Oh ! As 
hopefully members of SUFOG had already 
started to congregate at Cheesefoot. boy was 1 
glad that 1 hadn't got it wrong... (it is also 
listed as the Devils Dyke on the BBC's Web 
site !!). The light was slowly fading and the 
grey sky crept in.. We were suddenly running 
out of light !!! 

We arrived at Cheesefoot Head a little after 
8 p.m. and all we had to do was to find a good 
filming point. The first one was covering in 
thick black mud!! Then Mike said lets go into 
the field. Apart from the barbed wire fence and 
the big padlock gate, it gave the impression 
that the farmer did not want anyone in his 
fields... And that is true... The farmer owning 
the Punch Bowl has in the past threatened to 
shoot trespassers. So. it was down to the BBC 
if we got shot !!! 

We all climbed the 5 bar gate, helping Ernie 
with a leg over... Mind you, it was his 
birthday, and at 77 yrs old, he climbed well.. 
We all negotiated the rabbit mounds and set up 
facing into the Punch Bowl. We were all 
interviewed, but a strange thing happened... 
All evening up until now. the sky had been 
dark grey and full of rain. But, as if by magic, a 
big whole appeared in the clouds above and the 
sun came out.. Miracle !!! I heard someone 
say !! Well. 1 would go as far as that but!! We 
all thoroughly enjoyed this part and the group 
members that were there. Me. Steve Rider 
(Secretary), Ernie Sears (Public Relations 
Officer), Bill and .lean Smith. Davina Reynolds 
and Andy Philips all joined in the spirit. 1 as 
even draughted in to hold the hairy microphone 
as the camera man had run out of hands. Then 
as if someone up stairs had said 'That's enough 
sun light", the clouds came over again and it 
turnt darker and it we could not film anymore 


without the help of a light on the camera. 

Whilst we stood there, Mike Powell spoke to our 
groups healer, Ernie, and asked if he could do some 
healing on his leg. So, there was Ernie Sears, 
standing on a wind swept hill side running his 
hands p and down Mike's leg!!! (1 wonder what the 
car drivers passing by thought of this !!). The funny 
thing is, that on Sunday 16th . Mike Powell actually 
mentioned this and said and I quote "That it did 
ease for a while"... So, although we did not see any 
UFO's. Ernie's healing powers certainly worked... 
After Mike and the camera man left, we stayed a 
little while longer on the hill, but the weather was 
against us and we decided to call it a night... So, 
after gathering all our equipment up, we all climbed 
over the five bar gate... All accept for Ernie that 
is... Yes, he climbed it, but as if in slow motion, he 
'fell' off the top of the gate, and slowly fell onto his 
back on the mud and grass. We all stood around 
curling up with laughter and poor old Ernie just lay 
there, laughing his head off. If only the video 
camera's had not stopped rolling !!! We all headed 
off home except for me and Steve Rider who 
headed for the pub as I need a stiff drink. 

For a program that is going to last for the best part 
of 3 minutes, we filmed for over four and a half 
hours !!!! Hopefully in the next newsletter I will 
review the program and the two others screened 
along side. 

Also to come out of this filming is a possible 
chance to go on Radio Solent on Sunday the 23rd 
June when Mike Powell is interviewing David 
Kingston about UFO's on his afternoon program. I 
will be keeping my fingers crossed for this and a 
full review will appear in the next newsletter. If you 
have a chance, log onto the Internet and go to :

Why 1 
ask ? 

Steve Gerrard (Chairman)... 

My name is Christoffer Walther and I'm a Danish 
UFO researcher. 

1 am currently in contact with a British woman, 
who has had several sightings of an unidentified 
phenomenon, which she and her friend has captured 
on video. 

I have seen both day and night -time video 
recordings of this phenomena, and it appears to be 
the *same* type of object that was observed and 
recorded on video the summer of 2001. in Bonsall, 
Derbyshire England, and the same type of craft that 
was allegedly photographed near the NASA STS-75 
shuttle. 

The Derbyshire/Bonsai 1 movie was reportedly sold 
and shipped to America, and as far as 1 know, never 
released to the public, except for a still photographic 
image of the object. 

Now this object has been sighted again, during both 
day and night, by multiple people, in the sky over the 
same area, which is a suburb to London. This all 
happened at the beginning of January 2002. After the 
initial sighting during daytime, which was recorded 
on video, the phenomenon returned at night, and was 
again recorded successfully. The following early 
morning the object returned once again, and this time 
was seen again, by a team of garbage men that 
alerted the woman who once again sighted this 
object. 

I would like to send you the video recordings that I 
have received; they are in QuickTime digital format, 
and in a pretty high quality. The size of is ranging 
from 500 kb to 3 mb per clip. They include both day 
and night -time sightings, and some of it is quite 
frankly astonishing. 

I have so far no reason to believe they are fake.

The Derbyshire/Bonsall UFO 

October 5th. 2001 

The Original Sighting... 

A DALES mum has spoken of her 
amazement after capturing a UFO on 
videotape. 

The 44-year-old Bonsall woman, who does 
not wish to be identified, saw what appeared 
to be a flying saucer hovering over Middleton 
Wood. And she captured six-and-a-half 
minutes of amazing footage on her camcorder 
before it disappeared. 

"I've watched the UFO Programs and if 
there is such a thing, this is as good a 
photograph as you're going to get," she said. 
"I was a complete and utter disbeliever but 
seeing this has made me think twice." 

The UFO. which was seen two miles away 
at 9.10 p.m. on October 5, resembled a giant 
disk with a 'bite' taken out of the bottom. It 
had yellow, orange and blue lights, along with 
intricate markings and a dark circle in the 
center. And as it hovered over the woods, it 
seemed to expand and then get smaller again. 

"It's not an aircraft because it's not moving 
at all," said the woman as she watched the 
video. "And aircraft make sound. This is 
silent. "It was huge and through the lens it 
looked as if it was going to hit me. I can't 
explain it it's like nothing else I've ever 
seen." 

Towards the end of the tape, the object 
moves to the right and emits pulses of light 
from its left-hand side. It then flips over, 
showing two bright lights in the missing 'bite' 
of the disk before disappearing in a red flash. 

The close encounter is the seventh over the 
Dales in recent weeks but the first with 
concrete proof. 

Other strange lights have been seen over 
Matlock, Curbar. Carsington, Hognaston and 
Ashbourne. And on the same night as the 
Bonsall sighting, a man told in last week's 
Mercury how he too saw a bright light in the 
sky over nearby Birchover. This too was 
stationary, multi-colored and made no sound. 
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Christoffer Walther's Commentary On 
Footage... 

The following is the story of the events that 
lead to the footage. 

The witness, a single mother British woman 
was giving a party a few weeks back. It's about 
midday when she notices a strange disc like 
object in far above in the sky. Meanwhile her 
friend is inside the house filming the party 
events, she calls him outside and he see the 
object as well. 

He successfully tapes the white like disc 
flowing through a thin layer of skies, he zooms 
in and it appears to be a white disc, no surface 
details visible. To me it looks like it reflects the 
sun. 

Later when it has turned dark, the object 
returns. From a distance it appears as a white 
glowing stationary object, at times it appears to 
be changing shape morphing into two connected 
objects and then back to a single one again. 

He zooms in onto the object and it clearly 
resembles the original "Derbyshire" phenomena, 
the "bite" missing on the one end of the disc is 
clearly visible, and on close look the object 
displays a myriad of green, blue, red colors. 

At one point the object begins to move, first 
slowly, and later it floats through a layer of 
skies and disappears. This is captured on video 
as well. 

The next morning the woman is alerted by a 
team of garbage men that has arrived early to 
collect garbage. They have spotted the object in 
the sky. and once again the object is recorded on 
movie, during daylight. However, this object to 
me looks a bit different than the one spotted the 
day and night before. It seems triangular 
shaped, and not circle round.

Is This Merely A Video Camera/Shutter 
Effect from Zooming Out Of Focus? Not 
likely! 1-17-01 

Many have suggested that once one has 
zoomed-in to the extreme with conventional 
digital camcorders or digital cameras, the ar¬ 
tifacts of bloom, specifically the circular field 
with donut like hole in the center, along with in¬ 


tensely colored light variance, are products of the 
shutter aperture in these cameras, and what we're 
actually seeing is a complete distortion. We've 
heard these same claims about saucer, disc and 
triangle shaped shutters causing such effects on 
intense zoom. 

Though this cannot be completely dismissed, as 
examples in the past have shown serious and 
peculiar distortions in over zoom/focus related to 
shutter shape, the STS-75 image — shot by NASA 
cameras without any extreme zoom or focus 
problems (as the image of the tether is in fine 
focus even for several miles!) -- begs the question: 
Isn't this far too great of a coincidence that the 
shutter-effect in the UK photos matches the exact 
same "notched" UFO (estimated to be some miles 
in diameter) with the same pulsing lights and 
waveform patterns of energy AND the hole-like 
artifact in the center? 

It seems very unlikely, and it appears that the 
2001 and 2001 UK images have captured the very 
same remarkable and monstrously sized craft. Not 
only does the STS-75 footage substantiate the UK 
images from a totally unique vantage (i.e., miles 
above the earth with expert equipment), but one 
can clearly see in the QuickTime footage #2 above 
that whatever the bright object is being videotaped 
at the start of the clip, when it is seen against the 
backdrop of the neighborhood — a yard lamp, 
house and tree for some reference — is extremely 
bright and extremely large. Anyone who has ever 
tried videotaping at night knows stars, even the 
brightest, scarcely even register on tape. This 
object was massive in size and intense in light. 
Christoffer Walther also informs us that the Sony 
700 camera of these most recent clips had 
additional zoom capabilities, not just standard 
zoom. 

If anyone has information on the shutter shape of 
the Sony 700 and can document it, please forward 
to webmaster@rense.com. We'd like to report on 
this aspect, even though it does not appear to be 
involved in the UK images at all. We would 
almost bet our bottom dollar the shutter is tri-fold, 
not circular, which under distortion of zoom/focus 
would leave a triangle shape, not the 
amazingly detailed disc with its lights, 
phenomenal electric aura and surface artifacts 
which perfectly match the STS-75 craft shot just 
outside the earth's atmosphere by NASA shuttle 
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crew. 

Notch Analysis 

The "notch" appears hard to see in many of 
the images, likely due to the brilliance of the 
UFO itself, but as the following color and 
contrast enhancements demonstrate, the notch is 
definitely present. Submitted by Timothy Hill: 

'I took a frame from the video and tried to pull 
more details from the disk. The attached gif 
animation is the result of a few of my findings. I 
added a black border to frame the object for 
better viewing. As you can see in almost all of 
the pictures there is a notch missing from one 
side of the disk, much like the so-called "Dropa" 
stones. I am a little skeptical about the 
whole Dropa story because the background is 
VERY muddy. I cannot, however, dismiss the 
similarities between the STS video and this 
object.' 

UPDATE 1-17-02 

Researcher Has Contact Bambi Performs 
Video Test On Stars To Disprove 
Zoom/Blur Effect As Responsible For UFO 
Image 

We have now attempted to re-produce the 
"Derbyshire" phenomena, by using the same 
video recorder that was used to capture the 
footage 3 weeks ago; by zooming onto a bright 
star in the night sky and attempt to distort the 
star by using the zoom mechanism on the video 
recorder. These sessions have been made using 
the same video recorder as the original sighting. 
That is, the same physical device, same lens, 
same zoom. It has been shot under the same 
weather conditions that are dark cold clear eve¬ 
ning/night. 

TEST Footage I "Orion Belt". CLIP 
"Orionbelt.qt" 

Bambi zoomed in onto the largest and brightest 
star in the Orion belt; as far as the zoom 
capability would go. Max ZOOM. 

Result: Negative. 

The camera is not able to get a close zoom-up of 
the star; and much less capable of distorting the 
picture by over-zooming or zooming while out 
of focus. 


This has absolutely ^nothing* to do with the 
"Derbyshire" -like sighting and footage of the 
phenomena. 

The Orion star is absolutely far too far away. 

With this result, we decided to give it another 
try. This time I asked her to go outside, find the 
brightest star in the entire night sky. film it and 
zoom in as far in as possible. 

TEST Footage II "Clearest star in night skv 
that she could locate". CLIP "brightstar.qt" 

Result: Negative. 

This time the she zoomed in once again to the 
fullest capacity of the recorder. The result is 
slightly better than the Orion one. But far. far from 
resembling the UFO footage in any way. 

The star in question (possibly Venus or the north 
star), is way too far away. Which is really not a 
surprise. 

No colors, no patterns. Just a regular white view 
of a star. 

Here follows an analysis of the footage clip 
"moonref.qt" (See clip #8 above) 

Watching the "moonref.qt" clip, we have a 
quite large moon at the top of the view; no stars at 
all seem to register on the video recorder even 
though it is completely dark *and* completely 
clear skies. This could be due to two reasons. 

1) We have a pretty bright moon which "pollutes" 
the dark sky with light 

2) We have a video recorder that has rather 
* small* lenses to gather light 

The recorder is able to zoom and enhance, but 
that is a completely different thing than being able 
to *gather light*. That has to do with the size of 
the lenses that receives and registers the light. 

There are a few other lights than just the moon. 
These are all located on the ground, and not in the 
sky. There are various background lights from a 
nearby city. 

And then there is A SINGLE other light in the sky. 
Only one object in the sky registers on the video 
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recorder other than the moon. Does that mean there 
are no stars out? No. It means the video recorder 
does not collect the faint light from those other 
natural stars in the sky. because its lens does not 
possess the ability to do so. with the sky so 

"polluted" with the light that comes from the moon. 

The one object other than the moon, appears to be 
located *inside* the earth's atmosphere and 

seemingly as far away as a regular bright star. 

It is rather big; it gives of a great amount of light, 
even while "polluted" by the moonlight. 

I am certain it is located inside the earth's 

atmosphere, and not that far from the witness. How 
far the object is exactly is hard to say. But it clearly 
is NOT as far away as the Orion star or the 

"Brightest star in the night sky." 

It registers *clearly* even without zoom on the 
video recorder as the clips demonstrate. It is 
obviously NOT a normal planetary or star object. 
This object gives off more light than a normal star in 
the sky. 

The original photographer (Bambi's friend at the 
party) proceeds to zoom in on the object. This time 
the video has no problems in reaching in close to the 
object for detail. Even from a large distance you can 
begin to make out the patterns (see single frame 
example above near lamp light) 

While zooming in. the patterns do not change, like 
a distorted view would. On the contrary, the patterns 
become clearer and clearer. 


on their own spotted the object in daytime. 

Bambi herself does not claim that the 
footage depicts an alien entity of some sorts. 
She does not know what it is, but is inclined 
to think it is either some sort of new 
phenomena or object, or phenomena/object 
that previously has not been sighted. There is 
no real indication in her point of view that this 
in fact should be an alien entity. Rather, it is 
something we do not understand yet, but her 
hope is that we will accept it, regardless. 

We invite everyone to look at the footage 
and give voice to his or her opinion. 

Specifically, it is our hope that pails of the 
established scientific communities will begin 
to take the UFO dilemma serious, and conduct 
honest and serious investigation and research 
into the phenomena. We hope more analysis 
will be done to the footage we have presented. 
As it stands on its own. as well as in the 
context of the original "Derbyshire/Bonsall" 
and NASA STS-75 events. 

We also urge that the original "Derbyshire/ 
Bonsall" video recording will be released to 
the public as well, as it needs to be examined 
with reference to this new sighting of the 
same object.

— CONCLUSION — 

The woman, Bambi. who had the sighting, is not 
in doubt that the phenomenon was something out of 
the ordinary. She is 100% convinced that it was NO 
star. NO planet and NOT some other natural object 
in the sky that caused the phenomena. It changed 
shape. It moved around. It was seen during the day 
as well. Moving. The hard thing is to tell other 
people about this, it's hard to explain what happened 
to someone who was not present and did not see this 
with their own eyes. 

That is what she has attempted now. She contacted 
me about 2 weeks after the sighting, unsure what to 
do with the footage. We decided upon doing a 
complete public disclosure of the sighting and the 
footage, regardless of whether or not it would benefit 
us, financially or otherwise. 

Many people witnessed these events, from the 
guests present at the party. Bambi's friend who 
filmed most of the footage, to the garbage men who
